It is not enough 
that they advertise that their goods are fine, but they must see 
that the goods are what they state, and in this connection we 
would like to express our satisfaction with the great approval 
that has been evinced by canners all over the country. Not only 
in the United States, but in fair Canada, where the Canadian 
Canners, Limited, have sent out to their numerous factories 
instructions embodying a number of ‘‘Don’ts’’ to canners which 
THE TRADE printed in previous issues, as far back as July, 19c8. 
This is what we like to see; not because we suggested it, but 
because it means that every consumer who enters a factory to 
see how foods are put up and finds that the canner is observing 
these ‘‘Don’ts,’’ cannot help but say that canned goods are 
wholesome and cleanly prepared. 


We are glad to be able to report that the market on nearly 
all lines is getting stronger week by week, and this shows that 
in the near future a very healthy condition will prevail. This 
particularly applies to tomatoes and peaches. Peaches are, we 
think, one of the best ‘‘buys’’ on the market to-day, as Califor- 
nia is practically the only section that has any kind of a crop, 
and we look for a sharp advance all along the line. When you 
take into consideration the fact that in Washington, Idaho, 
Utah, Ohio, Texas, Arkansas, Tennessee, Maryland and Dela- 
ware, the crop has been practically cut off by frost; that in 
Georgia, while they had 50% of a crop, many of the canners 
there did not operate, owing to the fact that they were carrying 
goods from the previous season; and that in California the pack 
will not be anything like as large as it was last season, it is evi- 
dent the peach situation is bound to improve.

CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to “The Trade’ 


CHICAGO, July 28, 1909. 

Canned Peas.—The Sears & Nichols Company, of Michi- 
gan and Ohio, announces that it will be compelled to prorate 
delivery on several grades of peas owing to short yield and will 
accept no more orders for the present at any price. The Free- 
mont Canning Company, of Freemont, Mich., will accept no 
more orders for peas at any price, and does not expect to fill 
orders in full. The pea question is one that is exciting much 
interest and anxiety at present. 

Growing Weather.—We are experiencing hot weather 
out West and it is getting a little droughty, but so far no harm 
has been done and the crops are just humping themselves. If 
the dry weather should continue, damage might be done, but let 
us hope not. 


THE TRADE’S Policy.—I have closely observed the editorial 
policy of THE TRADE and find that it is eminently fair and cor- 
rect. It seems to be based upon the Biblical injunction ‘‘ Be 
just and fear not.’’ It criticises where criticism is likely to 
prove of general benefit, commends generously where it can, 
toadies to no interest and hews tothe line. It gives its corre- 
spondents broad scope and privilege and merely requires of them 
that they know what they are writing about and that they are 
able to back their statements with the facts, and that they handle 
the facts without fear or favor. 

The open and candid discussion of questions pertaining to 
the canned goods industry is of unquestionable benefit in a prac- 
tical way to all concerned. Any man who is interested in the 
industry and is capable of forming and expressing his opinion 
has a ‘right to a respectful hearing and to be accorded the 
courtesy of a belief in his sincerity and good intentions toward 
the industry. If he chooses to criticise faults or abuses for the 
information and benefit of the trade, both buyers and sellers, he 
has not only a right todo so, but should be commended and 
encouraged for his honest intentions and his courage. In fact, 
but few have the courage todoso. Packers cannot publicly 
criticise each other or the damaging or faulty methods of their 
fellow-packers, as a certain fraternal courtesy seems to deter 
them from doing so. Brokers cannot very well criticise either 
jobbers, who are their customers or packers, who are their clients. 

I claim that a buyer occupies a most independent position 
and that if he is fair and just, understands his subject and is 
practical that he can be of more real benefit to the industry than 
either packers or brokers, or even trade paper editors, who must 
to a certain extent be leniently disposed toward prospective 
advertisers. 


In writing for THE TRADE I don’t want my own nom-de 
plume ‘‘Wrangler’’ to shield me from responsibility at any time, 
for any opinion I may utter or publish, or any statement I may 
make, and THE TRADE is at liberty to furnish my address to 
those seeking it. 


Those who wish to controvert any. statements I may make 
or to disagree with me will be treated with the utmost courtesy 
and consideration and their arguments met with respect, not for 
the purpose of victory, but for the purpose of eliciting informa- 
tion for the benefit of the industry. No error will be overlooked 
by me, however, no fault of the industry ignored at any time, 
because the personal interest of the party at fault may suffer, 
when I believe that the criticising of the fault will be of general 
practical benefit. That is the true test after all; loyalty to the 
progress of the industry and the greatest good to the greatest 
number interested in it. 

I want it understood that I am a professional writer and that 
THE TRADE pays me for my services. I do not criticise or 
write for fun, or for malice, or for mischief, but for the purpose 
of placing before the readers of THE TRADE facts, news and 
opinions that will interest and benefit them.

There are a few people in this world, not many, thank God, 
who think that a correspondent or an editor can be abused and’ 
bluffed just because he don’t own a flock of canneries, or a 
basket or two of bank stock, or the sales agent for a Trust or 
two. I want to serve notice on this class of the uninformed that 
they are wrong, and that they are likely to ‘‘get in bad’’ if they 
become impolite and abusive. There is generally something the 
matter with such fellows. 

You will never find one of them advertising in the trade 
papers. He is not generally seeking publicity, and he looks 
upon trade papers as an unabated nuisance and intolerable evil; 
to be kicked if they ask for patronage and insultingly bluffed 
and called down if they should in the slightest degree infringe 
upon the dignity or profits of the establishments that he 
represents. 

I am a veteran trade paper editor, and have for vears 
watched the law of averages. A skunk nearly always gets 
skinned. His odor is exasperating and his hide is enticing as a 
trophy to the average editor, and though he may live and offend 
long, his time will come. Just when he needs sympathy or 
mercy or leniency most, then will his intolerance be remembered 
and he will find literary bricks flying in his direction instead of 
friendly handshakes. 

The moral to all this is, give credit to writers and editors 
for sincerity and good intentions and don’t feel at liberty to be 
impolite to them. A smooth man can borrow an editor’s pipe, 


fountain pen, scissors and paste pot, a rough neck cannot even 
buy his good will. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is dull and uninteresting. 
Some Indiana No. 3s were sold this week at 75c. f. o. b. Chicago, 
for delivery when packed. Stocks of eastern goods are melting 
away out of Chicago warehouses, as the local selling price is 
lower than that at which tomatoes can be laid down. 

Canned Corn.—The market is quiet, but very firm, and 
hough but little is doing there is some buying going on. 


Retail dealers are buying last year’s pack and putting it aside 
for their fall trade. They say that the quality was good last 
year and that they do not know what it will be this year. 

The Situation.— Generally speaking, trade in canned 
goods is good, better, in fact, for both spot and future business 
than many had anticipated. Business is going to be good. One 
can begin to feel the team pulling at the reins.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, July 28.—The canned goods trade has been 
substantially the same as previously reported through the week. 
Movement is not heavy, but is, on the whole, about an average. 
Conditions have changed but little and until the crops are all in 
cans, it would seem as though there might be little aoing beyond 
satisfying the ordinary demands of daily business. Nearly all 
holders are firm in their views, preferring to sell small lots rather 
than let go more freely when the question of profitable distribu- 
tion is still problematical, and they are disinclined to make 
concessions, however, and prices, in the main, are about at 
former levels. 

Salmon.—Mail advices from the Columbia River and Puget 
Sound report light catches and hold out little encouragement for 
the remainder of the season. Numerous authorities say they 
have never seen fish so scarce in the Columbia River, and this 
scarcity has been marked for a number of weeks. So far the 
expected run of sockeyes has not made its appearance on Puget 


Sound. Fishermen are not taking more than one-third as many 
as they usually do in the fourth year. It is so late now that

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even should the run become large it would be practically 
impossible for the canneries to put up as much as they usually 
do. No talk is heard yet regarding opening prices on sockeyes, 
but one guess places the price of talls at $1.45, flats, $1.55, and 
halves $1.00, all f. 0. b. Red Alaska is limited on the spot and 
is held in few hands. Few jobbers have anything to spare, as 
most of their goods are wanted for their regular trade. The 
jobbing demand is active and the market is firm at $1.37 inside. 
A fair business is noted in pinks, chiefly on jobbing orders, and 
the market is steady. 

Sardines.—The situation is reported unchanged so far as 
the domestic market is concerned. From all accounts it seems 
that the run is light and very few quarter-oils are being packed. 
Demand is not active. 

Tomatoes.—Not much business is reported in spot goods, 
but advices from other points say that other markets are active. 
It is said that stocks in packers’ hands are lighter than has been 
reported and these assertions are exerting considerable influence 
upon the buying by other markets. No. 10s are firmest, per- 
haps, and Marylands are held at $2.10, regular terms, while New 
Jerseys are quoted at $2.25. No. 2s are also held steady and 
buyers have some difficulty in obtaining supplies, excepting at 
full outside quotations. Full standard 3s are said to be hard to 
find below 67%c., regular terms, f. o. b. factory, and some 
holders are asking full 7oc. There is still a good deal of stock 
which is claimed to be standard tlat is offered at 65c., regular 
terms, f. 0. b. factory. Not much of this meets buyers’ views 
of what a standard should be, consequently movement is rather 
light. Not much is doing in futures, though some Maryland 
packers report increased demand from other parts of the country 
on the basis of 7oc. to 72%c. regular terms, f. 0. b. factory. 

Corn.—The market is firm, for both spot and future deliv- 
ery, but it is difficult to discover any one who really wants to 
buy either. Nearly all holde1s are confident of obtaining their 


price, but there are few buyers who evince any disposition to 
place any considerable orders. Local brokers say they are get- 
ting almost no business, though here and there a fair sale is 
made. The situation as regards the coming crop is too uncer- 


‘tain to encourage much buying as yet. 


Peas.—The market is firm, but of late there has been almost 
no business, and such sales as have been made have been for 
immediate requirements and not for the future. The situation 
in the West is reported unchanged, with the output rather below 
last season’s, though here there is considerable dispute, and 
many are under the impression that eventually it will be discov- 
ered that the reduction has not been as great as has been re- 
ported. Some packers are understood to be offering fur.her 
supplies at opening prices. Others say they would not dare 
accept further orders. The New York pack is admittedly short, 
but the proportion is variously reported and is probably differ- 
ent in different sections of the State. 

Spinach.—Supplies are reported as getting low, and the 
market is firmer, though not as yet quotably higher. Condi- 
tions are unchanged otherwise. Movement is fairly liberal for 
the season. 

Fruits.—The situation in California fruits is unchanged. 


Jobbers are purchasing relatively small supplies, but in the main 
the market can be called dull. Retailers are taking a few, 
though here the interest seems to be confined to what they must 
have rather than to obtaining supplies for the future. The 
situation is substantially the same as previously reported, which 
is about all that can be said about it. 

Apples.—State No. ros are unchanged. The market is 
firm, but little business is done. Southern fruits of all kinds 
are dull and unchanged. HUvDSON.

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Condensed Milk in Mexico. 

. Ta 

Replying to an inquiry relative to the market ‘in central 

Mexico for condensed and evaporated milk, Consul George A. 
Bucklin, Jr., of San Luis Potosi, says: 

This part of Mexico offers a promising field for the sale of 
such food products. There are comparatively.few.dairy cattle, 
and good feed isexpensive. Fresh milk sells at 20 to 24 centavos 
(10 to 12 cents) per liter (1 liter=1.05 quarts) for the best qual- 
ity, the cheaper milk selling at 12 to 15 centavos (6 to 7.5 cents). 
One of the leading dealers here gives the estimate, in the absence 
of statistics, that about 200 cases of condensed milk, 48 1-pound 
cans to the case, are imported to this city annually, and that 


about 10,000 pesos (1 peso=$o.498) worth of malted milk is also 
brought in. There is also a small amount of condensed cream 
used. Milk put up in these forms is preferred by many people 
and is also prescribed by doctors, because it is believed that 
there is in it less danger of infection. Condensed milk retails 
for 50 centavos (25 cents) percan, and malted milk for 1.75 
pesos ($0 87) per jar of about 1 pint, and 6.75 pesos ($3.36) 
per jar, hospital size, of about 1 gallon.

Unfair Publicity. 


Complaints are growing, says the ‘‘New York Journal of 
Commerce,’’ against the practice of many of the State pure 
food officials who take samples here and there, have them 
analyzed and publish the analysis, otten branding the product 
“‘illegal’’ without taking any court proceedings. 

The national law specially forbids any publicity until the 
case has been tried and a court decision reached. 

Only recently the food inspector of a western state took 
samples of a canned fruit which had swelled and was unfit for 
use. This is liable to happen to any brand of any product of 
the kind, and is perfectly apparent to any purchaser. 

In this instance the commissioner published broadcast that 
he had examined a sample of ‘‘So-and-so’’ brand of canned fruit 
and found it unfit for consumption. There was no chance given 
to the packer to state his side of the case, for there certainly are 
two sides in cases of that nature. 

Ex-parte decisions grow less popular every year, and this 
practice of putting the brand of illegitimacy on a product with- 
out a court trial is unfair to the manufacturer and opens what 
might be a large line of graft if the official was so inclined.— 
CANADIAN GROCER.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, CAL., July 24, 1909. 

Weather conditions continue favorable in the fruit growing 
sections of the State, and the fruit that is now being delivered 
to the fruit canneries is of first-class quality, and having ripened 
slowly has attained proper size. The cool weather that has been 
prevailing has delayed the packing of peaches and operations on 
this variety of fruit are being carried on on a limited scale. 
By the first of August, however, it is expected that the season 
will be on in full swing and the canneries are now busy engag- 
ing fruit and help. During the past two weeks there has been 
a decided improvement in the tone of the canned fruit markets 
and several large concerns that had decided to keep their plants 
closed this season are now making active preparations to open 
at an early date. The local can making plants are very busy at 
the present time, and cans are leaving the factories in large 
quantities. There will be an increase in the number of sanitary 
cans used this season, these packages having met with great 
favor last season, and several large concerns are preparing to 
put up experimental packs in new cans of this character that 
are now being placed on the market here. The indications are 
that the pack of California fruit this season will run largely to 
the better grades, and indeed some firms are putting up nothing 


but the very best. One or two plants will be operated on cling 
peaches only, and a chance will thus be afforded to get rid of 
existing stocks of low grade freestones, which comprise the bulk 
of the holdover pack. 

The packing of cherries is now at an end, and the totals 
arriving from the canneries indicate that the pack is considera- 


bly larger than it was last season. ‘There were no late rains to 
crack the fruit, and the pack is of splendid quality. Apricots 
are ripening fast in the Bay counties and the canneries here are 
operating to full capacity on this fruit. Prices for the green 
fruit continue to go up, and this week some small lots of very 
choice fruit was purchased for $32.50, the highest price reported 
for the season. Most of the fruit was contracted for some weeks 
ago for about $25.00. The pack will be less than it was last 
year, and at the prices named the pack is being rapidly spoken 
for. There is still a fair sized carryover, however, and there 
will be no scarcity of this fruit. Just what the demand from 
England will turn out to be cannot be forseen at the present 
time, but the general impression is that it will not be as heavy 
as it was last season. Bartlett pears are now appearing in the 
market, but the canneries are not operating on this fruit as yet. 
Owing to a short crop and the great demand for the fruit in the 
green state, canners are of the opinion that the pack will be 
smaller than it was last season. The unusually low prices that 
have been named on this fruit have resulted in considerable at- 
tention from jobbers and a large portion of the pack has already 
been spoken for. 

The packing of asparagus may be considered to be at an 
end, although a few canneries are still taking care of offerings. 
The grass now being packed is of inferior quality, and many 
canneries have closed rather than waste time, as well as reputa- 
tion on such poor grades. The demand for string beans has 
been such that the estimated output of the Lake county canner- 
ies has already been spoken for. The output of the Santa Clara 
canneries has also been in great demand, and by the time the 
canning season is at an end it is probable that orders will have 
to be prorated. Ordinarily the packing of tomatoes in this 
State does not commence until long after the first ones have 
reached the market, aad sometimes there is no attention paid to 
this article until after the peach crop has been cared for. This

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year, however, packers will attempt to put up as large a pack as 
possible on account of the strong market for tomatoes, and will 
not let the peach crop interfere with the pack of this vegetable. 
Unless extremely favorable weather conditions rule this fall 
there will be a short pack of tomatoes. The Association has 
not named prices, as yet, but these are expected at almost any 
date. 

The news that has been received from the Alaskan canner- 
ies is of the most favorable nature, and it is believed that the 
pack of salmon there will be a large one, notwithstandiug the 
action of several packing firms in preparing to curtail their out- 
put. From Bristol Bay comes the news of an excellent run of 
fish, and a heavy pack to date in face of unfavorable weather 
conditions. Five fishermen have been drowned from boats in 
Bristol Bay, and heavy seas have been prevailing, but this has 
not interfered with the catch to any great extent. The Griffith- 
Durney Co. has secured the sale of the first lot of Alaska red 
salmon to be brought down this season from the North, and 
this, consisting of 2,400 cases, put up at the Chatham cannery 
of George T. Myers & Co., has been offered at $1.25. The 
Lynn Canal liners have brought in several lots within the past 
few days, the largest being a shipment of 15,000 cases that came 
into Seattle on the steamer Cottage City. Further shipments 
are expected on each vessel arriving from the North, it being 
the plan of the cannery owners to get rid of as much of their 
output as possible before the arrival of stock from the Bristol 
Bay region. Allof the canneries in Southeastern Alaska are 
operating at full capacity, and from present appearances’ it 
would seem that the curtailed pack of pink fish would not 
materialize. Sockeye salmon are now running on Puget Sound 
and the canneries at Anacortes and elsewhere have commenced 
operations. Within a very few days it is expected that all of 
the plants will be in full operation. Already thousands of tour- 
ists, who have been visiting the Exposition at Seattle, have 


visited the salmon canneries and special accommodations have 
been made for them at the leadiug plants on the Sound. 

The Monterey Packing Company at Monterey made active 
preparations a month or so ago for the run of sardines in the 
Bay of Monterey, but although a few made their appearance, 
the run has nwt yet set in, and packing has not been commenced 
by this company. 

The export movement in canned goods from San Francisco 
during the month of June was larger than in the corresponding 
month for several years. The total shipments, exclusive of sal- 
mon, were 220,881 pounds, compared with 80,802 pounds for 
June, 1908. 

The Selma Cannery at Selma, Cal., is making preparations 
to operate the plant there at full capacity, packing high-grade 
peaches principally. 

The J. K. Armsby Preserve Company has reconsidered its 
decision in regard to keeping the cannery at Yuba City closed 
this season, and manager Baum is now preparing to open it at 
an early date. Agents have been buying peaches, and 50 tons 
were contracted last week. 

The Griffin-Skelley Cannery at Emeryville, Cal., is now in 
operation, and the fine new plant isa great improvement over 
the old one. The Fresno cannery is not in operation yet, but 
manager Romain expects to have the plant running in a few 
days. 

. A meeting was held at Gridley, Cal., on July 14th at the 
State Bank to arrange for a fruit and vegetable cannery at that 
lace. 
: R. D. Starr and H. E. Chick, representing the California 
Fruit-Canners’ Association, have been in Chico looking over the 
ground, and if a sufficient quantity of cling peaches can be 
secured the cannery there may be operated this season. 

The Modesto Canning Company, at Modesto, Cal., closed 
its plant after a run on apricots, but will open again when 
peaches are ready and will operate also on pears and tomatoes.

Refers to That One Appearing in the Issue of July 9th, and Makes 
Some Points Regarding Slack-filled Goods.—Also Fur- 
nishes Some Live News Respecting the Crops of West- 
ern New York, from Personal Observation.

DEAR Mr. JupGE :—Never a /ruer statement or a more clear expression 
than the following, which I find upon your editorial page of the issue of 
THE TRADE of the goth. 

As I had occasion to remark to one of my friends in the canned goods 
business, about two months ago, when he suggested that in his opinion, it 
would be very difficult to thoroughly work in the seeds of publicity in the 
canning business, if the stirring up that the business has been getting on 
all sides does no more than to establish principles of cleanliness and a ten- 
dency on the part of the packer to put up better canned goods, the pub- 
licity idea will more than repay the time that I have put into it, along with 
other members of the Board of Publicity and the executive committee of 
the National Canners’ Association 


“There is not a man in the country who would not 
respect you the more for turning down the temptation 

to pack slack-filled goods.”’ 

Indeed it is true. 

The trouble that usually confronts the average buyer of today, is the 
fact that he does not know definitely that he is going to get full value in 
quantity, in quality, in every can, for the money that he puts up. And 
again, the consumer, the court of the last resort, before whose searching 
investigation every can sooner or later must come, will respond to a good 
can of fruit or vegetables well filled ; and just the reverse is sure to happen 
with a slack-filled can of tasteless filling. 

Every argument that you present, and every statement that you make 
along the lines of keeping the canner out of the temptation of putting up 
anything but a good article, will help the present situation and the canned 
goods business as a whole immeasurably. I can only add heartily ‘‘keep 
up the good work.”’ 

Possibly you have not been advised of the fact that we expect to 
broaden out our business in this city and vicinity during the coming Fall 


and moving into a warehouse of our own, where we shall carry a large line 
of goods about the first of October, The enclosed local notice published 
in the Cleveland Plain Dealer of recent date may be an interesting bit of 
canned goods news for you. (This article appeared in last week’s issue.— 
Editor.) 

I have just returned from a visit to our canneries in western New York, 
and without doubt, the crop of peas in New York will show a decrease in 
yield. With us in Chatauqua and Cattaragus the acreage was materially 
reduced this year, and the yield will not exceed as a whole 75 per cent of a 
normal yield. The intense heat of the last week, following a considerable 
period of dry weather, ripened the peas very rapidly, making short work 
indeed of the early crop. 

There has been a full crop of small fruits, including cherries, but 
growers generally say that the sweet corn crop will not be upto the average.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The change in the atmosphere of canned goods buying has 
had its effects upon the packers. Never were orders worked 
‘upon as now. 


Canners who regularly sold their output in stated sections 
of the country, finding that those buyers did not care to stock 
up have sought other buyers in other sections, and they are 
working on orders alone. 


There is a whole lot of meaning in such an expression as 
this. First and foremost if those buyers have not covered their 
wants in other sections—and are depending upon their regular 
packers for the goods—they will be left when they come into 
the market, For all the canners we have interviewed have sold 
their packs to new houses. Somebody is going to get left. 


Again, the advent of a new buyer usually causes the can- 
ner to make a greater effort to produce goods that will please. 
The result is a better grade of goods is going out into new terri- 
tory: the best kind of an advance agent. Thus the knowledge 


of the grade of goods packed in different sections is spreading, | 


and the consumption of canned goods must increase. 


But in addition to this the pack is being curtailed—the can- 
ners generally being unwilling to pack the goods and carry 
them, awaiting the pleasure of a buyer. So the output will not 
be as heavy as usual—should this practice be continued—and 
those buyers who have not covered their wants will be com- 
pelled to job around for the goods, causing a better inquiry in 
the market. 


This has already been noted. It stands to reason it could 
not be otherwise, for if it had not been so these houses would 
not have taken on the new buyers. But it is a good shake up, 
and can only result in better conditions. It is just exactly what 
was needed at this time—a movement that would compel the 
packing of better goods—and a wider distribution of these 
improved goods. 


A little more of this same action and canned goods will 
again come into their own. And they will come to stay, for 
every can is the kind that makes the purchaser want more. 
Those are the goods that bind the consumers with bands of 
steel. And may their number increase! For to know canned 
goods of the better class is to love them, as the expression goes— 
and after all that has been the trouble with the market for 
sometime. 


The effect is apparent even now ; for we have had supply 
men ask us what was the trouble with the canners, for they are 
now coming into the market for new supplies, etc., after refus- 
ing to entertain any such propositions heretofore. It is bound 
to tell, and we hope those canners who have been mistreating 
the fair name of the industry will awaken to the new order of 
things and produce only such goods as are a credit to the name. 
Or if they will not desert their evil ways we hope and trust the 
jobbers will put them on the black list as ‘‘birds that soil their 
own nests.”’ 


Speaking to the whole body of canners we know there will 
be some who will answer that cheap goods must be packed to 
supply that market, and we will not deny it. But cheap goods 
can be made a credit to the packer at the price; but they must 
be cheap in quality only and not also in quantity. Give them a 
square deal for their money—a full can for the price and let the 
difference appear in the quality only. The buyer will under- 
stand this thoroughly, and the woman who buys the can will 
see that she is getting all she pays for and not half the amount 
she expects. 


For we might as well realize that the question has narrowed 
down to this, and is no longer a question of an attractive label 
on a half-pound can of poor stuff. The day of such packing 
has gone, never to return. Devide your crops as to quality, but 
don’t touch the filler—let it work to its capacity every stroke 
and you will kill the dead seasons in canned goods. The people 
are disgusted with the fake goods and that’s what is the matter 
with canned goods. We know this from a deep study and keen 
observation in every section. 


Last week we repeated in this column the admonitions we 
gave last season with reference to the enforcement of the Pure 
Food Law. Since we published them some canners have felt the 
weight of Uncle Sam’s hand—and need no further admonition. 
But those who suffered did so from inattention; all of the cases 
being for misbranding on the cases; calling a No 2 or a No. 3 
can, a 3-lb. or a 2-lb. can. It will pay all to be attentive, and 
particularly this season to the points on cleanliness and care. 


If the goods are hauled up on that account the cases won’t 
be so light—and the industry will receive a black eye from the 
action. So put a little time in on studying them. It may do 
you good. Keep the question of APPEARANCES in front of 
you and never forget it for an instant. It counts very heavily 
for or against you. 

Don’t be satisfied with good enough, and don’t wait until 
your factory has been inspected and reported on. It may be too 
late. Do the work now that will put you entirely out of the 
danger line. 
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There is every reason in the world to believe the business 
has reached the depths of its depression and is now on the ascend- 
ancy again, but you must help it. And the two ways to help 
are: Have your factory CLEAN, with proper conveniences for 
the help, and pack your goods so that they will stand on their 
merits. With such precautions there can be but one result: 
a steady increase in the consumption of canned goods with the 
vatural resultant better prices and profits. Contrast this with 
the dull despair, and lack of orders of the past year or more, 
and take your choice. You know the cause, you can see the 
remedy, it is for you to apply it. 


To Make Iron Tin Plate. 


Plans are being prepared by the Wilkes Rolling Mill Com- 
pany, Sharon, Pa., for converting its sheet mill, which has been 
idle for a number of months, into a plant for the manufacture of 
iron tin plate. The Wilkes Company expects to tin iron sheets, 
and new and modern machinery will be installed. While the 
cost of iron tin plate will be considerably more than the com- 
moner grade it will wear practically a life time and seldom rusts. 
It is said there are only two such concerns in this country.— 
AMERICAN METAL MARKET.

Specifications for supplying 10 tons of soda for the Ministry 
of War, Egypt, have been forwarded by Consul-General Iddings, 
of Cairo. Six tons of caustic soda and 4 tons of silicate of soda 
are called for, to.be delivered by September 30, 1909. Interested 
firms may procure the specifications on application to the Bureau 
of Manufactures. 


Morillton, Ark.—The new cannery here began operations 
about the roth of the month, equipped with the best modern 
machinery. ‘Tomatoes and peaches will be handled first. 


Salmon Dishes. 


O. G. Van Horn is the professional cook at the Alaska- 
Yukon Exposition who demonstrates the value of salmon as a 
food. Hesays: 

‘*You may think that there is not very much in a tin of 
canned salmon, but the more you study it the more you find in 
it. There is no reason why it should not be served hot just the 
same as any raw fish you buy in the market. It is cooked bet- 
ter than you can bake it, being cooked in its juice in the can, 
and it retains all the natural flavor, and any sauce that can be 
used with a red-meated fish can be used with canned salmon. 

‘‘Out here I am under contract to serve the salmon both 
hot and cold and in a different way each day of the fair. That 
sounds like a hard proposition when you consider that I am 
limited to salmon, but you can do wonders with it. And you 
understand that I am not using any tid-bit sauce, every one is 
a national sauce ; that is, it is one that will appeal to any taste. 
We serve 400 to 600 people every afternoon and we have had 
more than 100 salads eaten inside of 15 minutes. I haven’t 
cooked anything but canned salmon for more than three years 
now, and it is a fascinating study to work out ways of prepar- 
ing the dish,’’ 

Salmon het and salmon cold, salmon young and salmon old, 
salmon tender, salmon tough, O. G. Van Horn, we’ve had : 
enough.—Merchant’s Review.

CENTREVILLE, Iowa, July 13, 1909.

Our strawberries 
brought us 15c. per box straight through the season, and rasp- 
berries are doing the same thing now, with not enough to go 
’round. And all other fruits are scarce except apples. Some 
seasons we need a canning factory and some we don’t. 

Am trying to get acquainted with the canning business, and 
expect to do something in that line in the near future.

The pack will not 
exceed 60 per cent. of that of last year, and that did not exceed 
40 per cent. of the previous year. Labor is scarce and higher 
than usual, and fully 20 canneries will not operate this season.

There is a big canner in the West who has for some time 
advocated, in his advertising to the Retailer, selling canned goods 
by the dozen, and the idea seems to be taking. There is no 
doubt, of course, if the public can be educated in this way that 
the sale of canned goods will be increased materially and the 
consumer better pleased, because something can be saved by 
buying in larger quantities. Every retailer should be willing to 
make a slight discount if the housewife shows an inclination to 
buy a dozen or more cans rather than one can, and more canned 
food will be consumed if the reduction is made. 

In this connection we have a letter from a subscriber, Mr. 
E. W. Branch, Marengo, Iowa, who is making an effort to help 
the sale of canned foods by putting up first-class goods and ad- 
vising the retailer to sell ‘‘by the case.’’ This may seem a little 
ahead of time, but we think not. There is a local brewery here 
who gets out a magazine each month, house organ, and mails 
with each book a postal card on which to send your order for 
‘a case of beer,’’ and we know this plan has been a success. If 
the housewife will buy beer by the case, which is a considerable 
luxury, why will she not buy canned goods in the same manner. 
The food will keep, as she knows, and is not a luxury, but a 
staple article, used every day. 

Our correspondent goes on to say something about slack- 
filled goods, and we quote as follows: 

‘‘We have found your just criticism of slack-filled canned 
goods very interesting. 


‘‘Keep up the good work for good quality solid pack, for 
this will do as much or more to increase consumption than 
$25,000 in advertising. Although, understand us, we thoroughly 
believe that the present campaign will prove of great benefit, as 
promoted by the National Association recently incorporated. 

‘*We are stenciling all our cases with copy similar to the 
enclosed.’’

Salmon Soon Extinct. 
Fisherman Deplores Destruction of Spawn. 


Within five years, or ten at most, the salmon fishing indus- 
try of the Columbia river will be athing of the past, for the 
simple reason that the salmon will be practically exterminated, 
just as sturgeon are today, unless seining on the spawning bars 
along the river is immediately prohibited, according to D. H. 
Taffe, a veteran fisherman and canneryman of Celilo, who was 
at the Imperial Hotel recently. 

Twenty-nine years ago, when Taffe started to fish at the 
Lower Cascades, salmon were so plentiful that catching them 
was child’s play. But for 10 years, in spite of the work of the 
Government hatcheries and their artificial propagation, with 
each succeeding season the schools of salmon have dwindled to 
proportions ever smaller. 

‘*The fishwheels, fish traps and gillnetters have not worked 
the damage,’’ said Taffe, ‘‘though this is the popular belief. The 


fish caught in this way are a mere drop in the bucket. It is the 
work of the seiners on the sand bars along the river where the 
salmon spawn that will surely result in the absolute extermina- 
tion of the fish in five years—ten would be too liberal an esti- 
mate, unless it is stopped at once.

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‘“The reason for this is that most of the fish stop at these 
sand bars to leave their spawn. From the mouth of the Wil- 
liamette river, practically every sand spit and bar up the Colum- 
bia isa spawning ground. The seiners, with their big nets 
sweep these grounds from end to end, not only catching all the 
fish that have stopped there to lay their eggs, but destroying 
the spawn as well. 

‘*The finest spawning bar along the river is the sandy 
stretch between The Dalles and Celilo. But in the low water 
season, just when the fish are spawning, this bar on both sides 
and clear across the river, is swept absolutely clean by the seines. 

‘‘At this place alone I have seen tons of salmon eggs that 
had been dragged in by the seives carted away and destroyed in 
one day. 

‘‘Against such enormous waste as this the output of the 
Government hatcheries amounts to nothing. To those who 
have studied the salmon situation, and I have been studying it 
for 30 years, the end is in sight unless this depletion of the 
spawning grounds is prevented. In the last five years the les- 
sening of the pack has been apparent each season. 

‘‘On the other hand, with proper regulation of the seining 
grounds, within four years I am positive that the pack would 
show a marked increase and in time would reach its former 
proportions.’’ 

Taffe hopes to interest Governor Benson and the members of 
the Fish Commission in his plan to prevent fishing on the sein- 
ing grounds. The greatest opposition, he says, would come 
from the big cannerymen.—Oregonian, Portland. 


In a suit in the Livingston County, N. Y., Surrogate Court 
recently, Francis Patton claimed $10,000 from the Winters & 
Prophet Canning Co because her husband had been killed while 
digging in a gravel pit. Patton allowed the frozen crust of 
gravel to overhang and when it fell it crushed out his life.

Under a liberal construction of the new Pennsylvania Food 
Law, colored French vegetables are now illegal within the state 
of Pennsylvania. Among che list of chemicals whose presence 
is forbidden by the new act, are compounds of copper, which 
are universally used by French pea packers to produce the fresh 
green color which some packers like to say is merely a ‘‘setting 
of the original color’’ but which is really a green dye.—Grocers’ 
Advocate, 


A recent notice in the Denver (Colo.) Republican reads as 
follows: ‘‘Nothing has been heard from Robt. T. Harford, 
president and general manager of the Pueblo Canning Co., who 
left here under strange conditions. A warrant was issued, 
charging him with embezzling $200 of the company’s funds. 
His wife insists that he is innocent.’’

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The Retired Butcher Hears Facts. 


Young Proprietor Tells Him His Canned and Package Goods 
Department Has Increased His Earnings Ten Dollars a 
Day—A Full Store Means a Full Pocketbook. 


The thermometer was registering about ninety when Mr. 
Old Timer sauntered into the market conducted by his young 
friend. It was three o’clock in the afternoon, but the market 
was well filled with customers, and the old gentleman had cuvoled 
off some from the exertion of walking before Young Proprietor 
had an opportunity to come over and talk to him. 

“It’s an unusual thing,’’ said the old fellow, ‘‘to see a mar- 
ket doing a good business, or any business at all, on the after- 
noon of a hot day like this is.’’ 

‘‘Well, it was not ever thus,’’ replied the young man, with 
a satisfied smile. ‘‘I used to knock off every afternoon and turn 
my back on business until you put that canned and package 
goods department idea in my head.’’ 

“IT guess you’re not sorry you put the idea into execution. 
As I walked along the avenue I saw those ‘Ice-box closed from 
1 to 4’ signs on every meat market, and I wondered if the pro- 
prietors of them had any sense at all, deliberately closing up 
and practically saying to their customers, ‘If you want anything 
to eat, you'll have to go to some grocery store and get it. I’m 
one of the old-school butchers, who do not believe in working 
during the hot part of theday.’ By golly ! those signs made 
me almost as hot as the weather. Why don’t they put in a 
canned and package goods department and make money ?’’ 

‘Don’t ask me. I don’t know what the answer is. I only 
know that last summer, and every other summer since I’ve been 
in the business, I closed up the same as they are doing now, and 
that this summer I’ve grown wise and am making more money 
summer afternoons than at any other time of the year.’’ 


‘‘Your new department is a success, then ?’’ asked Mr. Old 
Timer. 

**I’t more than an ordinary success; it’s a HOWLING suc- 
cess—a success I never dreamed of. Do you know what my 
profits on canned and package goods were the first ten business 
days of July? Just $60.21. And do you know what my profits 
on meats were over the corresponding time of last year? Over 
$30. Ina nutshell, the new scheme is worth to me about $10 a 
day, without any extra expense for labor, rent or anything else. 
Besides, the new department is bringing me new customers 
every day. People who have been trading with other butchers, 
who are closed from one to four, know that I am on the job and 
come in.

They come in right along and have 
quit the other butchers. They are making a howl about it; 
they say I’m not playing fair—that if they close up I should do 
the same. But I can’t see it that way. I’m in the business to 
make money, and can see no reason why I should quit every 
afternoon simply because they do. Why don’t they put in a 
canned and package goods department like I have done? They 
run no risk. Everything I’ve got in stock will keep in good 


condition until sold, and every time I sell a package I know just 
exactly how much I’m making on it. Take that canned mack- 
erel, for instance. I sell it for 15 cents a can, and it costs me 
1o cents. I’ve sold acase of it in less than a week. That 
canned tongue brings me a profit of six cents on every sale. If 
I don’t sell it this week I'll sell it next, or next year, and it’ll 
be as good as it istoday. If acan goes wrong because of faulty 
packing the manufacturers make good. So you see J take no 
risk. 

‘People tell me that before I put in the department they 
went to the grocery store for such things, but they like the idea 
of getting their canned stuff and their fresh meat in the same 
store, as it saves time and trouble. I never had an idea there 
was such a demand for canned goods in summer, or I would 
have had this department long ago.’’—BUTCHER’S ADVOCATE.
